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Man, 23, dies in 
crash with JCB

A 23-YEAR-OLD man has been 
named by police as the victim of a 
horrific crash between two cars and a 
JCB on the B1061 near Newmarket on 
Monday morning. 

Sebestian Andrzej Chlebosz, of Au¬ 
reole Walk in Newmarket, died when 
the red Audi 80, in which he was a 
back seat passenger, collided with a 
blue Ford Focus and a JCB. 

The accident happened just after 
8am at Sipsey Bridge on Bradley Road 
in Burrough Green, on the border be¬ 
tween Cambridgeshire and Suffolk. 

Four people were taken to hospital 
after the smash, the ambulance ser¬ 
vice said, and the air ambulance, and 
fire crews from Newmarket, Haverhill 
and Bury St Edmunds attended the 
scene, using cutting equipment to 
free three casualties. 

Nicola Turner, an EAA duty manag¬ 
er who attended the scene, said: “This 
was a large-scale incident for all of 
the emergency services and the JCB 
had to be secured properly so that we 
could reach the patients as soon as 
possible. 

“Following assessment and initial 
treatment, four patients were taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, but sadly 
one patient died at the scene. 

“Our thoughts are with their family 
and friends.” 


Suffolk Accident Rescue Service 
also attended the incident. In a state¬ 
ment, they said: “A volunteer doctor 
from SARS was part of a multi-agency 
response to a serious road traffic col¬ 
lision near Great Bradley. 

“Five casualties were treated at the 
scene by crews from the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service, the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance, a Hazardous 
Area Response Team (HART) and the 
volunteer doctor from SARS.The Suf¬ 
folk Fire & Rescue Service were also in 
attendance and helped with the extri¬ 


cation of several of the patients. 

“The SARS doctor helped treat one 
of the casualties, a woman in her 
30s, for neck and chest injuries. The 
patient was later taken to Adden¬ 
brooke’s Hospital in a serious but sta¬ 
ble condition. 

“Sadly, despite the best efforts of 
the emergency services, a man suf¬ 
fered fatal injuries at the scene. Our 
thoughts are with his family and 
friends at this difficult time.” 

A 21-year-old man from Burwell, 
who was a front seat passenger in the 


Audi, suffered slight injuries and the 
driver, a 23-year-old man from So- 
ham, had serious injuries. 

Both the passenger and the driver 
are still in Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

The Ford driver, a 35-year-old 
woman from Newmarket, and the 
JCB driver, a 32-year-old man from 
Carlton, both received slight injuries. 

Police are appealing for witnesses 
to the crash. Anyone with informa¬ 
tion should contact the roads polic¬ 
ing unit at Cambridgeshire Police on 
101 . 


Morrisons 
work still 
ongoing 

WORK is still ongoing to 
build a Morrisons store 
in Newmarket, despite 
rumours this week that 
building work would not be 
continuing. 

Morrisons was the 
only supermarket given 
planning permission for the 
town in a battle between 
Sainsbury's on George 
Lambton playing fields, 
Asda on the Queensbury 
Lodge site, and Morrisons, 
which is set to be built on 
the old gasworks on Exning 
Road. 

At the same time, the 
Tesco store on Ford ham 
Road was given permission 
to expand their site. 

A spokeswoman for 
Morrisons confirmed that 
the planned supermarket 
was still set to go ahead, 
but could not confirm an 
opening date or any further 
details. 

She told the News: "The 
initial phase of works 
at our Newmarket site 
have been successfully 
completed. 

"We still have some 
work to do, finalising other 
aspects of the build, so 
we're unable to provide 
any timescales at this 
stage." 

At the time in 2013, 

1,100 names and 257 
letters were received in 
support of the Morrisons 
application. 

It is thought the store 
could bring 350 jobs to the 
town when it eventually 
opens.

Burwell murder 
trial date is set 


A MAN has appeared in court 
charged with the murder of Jessie 
Smith who was shot in the back near 
a traveller’s site in Burwell. 

Wearing a charcoal polo shirt, 
Mark Mosley, 42, pleaded not guilty 
to the murder of Jessie Smith and at¬ 
tempted murder of Paul Smith both 
on New Year’s Day. 

Jessie Smith, 36, of Common Road, 
Potton, Bedfordshire, died following 
an incident in First Drove, Burwell, 
in the early hours of January 1. 

At Cambridge Crown Court last 
Monday, Mosley, of First Drove, Bur¬ 
well, denied the charges of murder 
and attempted murder. 

He also denied two further charg¬ 
es of assault occasioning actual bod¬ 
ily harm against Albert Smith and 
possession of a firearm - a shotgun

- to endanger life. All charges relate 
to alleged incidents on January 1. 

Mosley was remanded in custo¬ 
dy to appear at Cambridge Crown 
Court for trial on September 7. 

Claire Matthews will be Mr Mos¬ 
ley’s defence lawyer and Karim Sha¬ 
kir Khalil will speak on behalf of the 
prosecution. 

The body of Mr Smith was found 
in a car at First Drove in Burwell. He 
died after being gunned down in the 
village at 2 am. 

The shooting happened next 
to Burwell travellers’ site which is 
owned by Cambridgeshire County 
Council and managed by East Cam¬ 


bridgeshire District Council. 

A post mortem examination con¬ 
cluded he had died as a result of a 
gunshot wound to the back. 

Another man was taken to Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital with minor in¬ 
juries and discharged the same day 
following the incident. 

In January, Potton was brought to 
a standstill as hundreds of people 
made their way through the town to 
pay their respects to Mr Smith. 

His funeral was a huge affair, with 
around 300 people attending. Doz¬ 
ens more lined the streets while the 
procession was followed by a horse 
drawn carriage carrying his coffin. 

Four other people arrested in con¬ 
nection with the murder on New 
Year’s Day have been released on 
police bail.

IMPROVEMENTS made to 
a primary school in New¬ 
market has seen them being 
rated as “good” by Ofsted in¬ 
spectors. 

Pupils and staff at Pad- 
docks Primary School in 
Rochfort Avenue are cele¬ 
brating following the result, 
which saw them climbing 
out of the “requires improve¬ 
ment” category. 

The school was rated as 
good in four areas - lead¬ 
ership and management, 
quality of teaching, achieve¬ 
ment of pupils and early 
years provision - and out¬ 
standing in the behaviour 
and safety of pupils. 

Acting headteacher 

Amanda Thompson, who 
has been in the post since 
January, took over from pre¬ 
vious headteacher Gerry 
Sexton.

“When we went into re¬ 
quires improvement we put 
a plan into place as to what 
we needed to do to get to 
“good”. 

“We have put into place 
a large number of improve¬ 
ments around the quality of 
teaching and making sure 
our teachers are fantastic. 

“We are working with the 
children and making sure 
they are really independent 
and enthusiastic learners.” 

The report is full of praise 
for the school, stating it is

“We are good 
now, which is 
where we wanted 
to be, but we want

“There is a real com¬ 
munity feel in the school 
and all of the parents are so 
supportive. 

“We feel like we are on our 
way there.”

'Technical imperfections' caused 
F15-D crash from RAF Lakenheath 


"IMPERFECTIONS" in the 
assembly of a US fighter jet's 
nose cap caused it to crash 
during a training exercise, it 
has emerged. 

The F15-D jet from RAF 
Lakenheath crashed in a field 
near Spalding, Lincolnshire, 
on October 8 after going 
into a flat spin at 15,000ft. 

Moments before the plane 
smashed to the ground the 
pilot radioed a colleague to 
say: "dude, I'm getting out". 

He then ejected at 6,000ft 
from the £28.6m plane and 
survived the incident. 

The USAF's aircraft 
accident investigation board 


report said "post-mishap 
analysis revealed a larger 
than normal gap between 
the body of the radome, 
or aircraft nose, and the 
metallic cover for the tip 
of the radome, called a 
nose cap. The sealant used 
to secure the nose cap in 
place extruded from under 
the nose cap... and formed 
an uneven aerodynamic 
surface." 

The report said the pilot 
carried out a manoeuvre 
that was an "inappropriate 
response to conditions" and 
which "over-controlled the 
aircraft". 


A review of the plane's 
maintenance records 
revealed no discrepancies to 
indicate engine, mechanical, 
flight control or other 
problems, the report found. 

It said the nose cap was 
refitted in January 2014, 
but assembly imperfections 
"do not significantly affect 
aircraft performance except 
in infrequent cases where 
a pilot commands extreme 
angle of attack at certain 
speeds". 

The MOD'S clean-up bill 
for the crash was revealed to 
be £393,235. The USAF will 
cover 75 per cent of the cost.

Make them pay 

I WHOLEHEARTEDLY agree with 
the ire of recent correspondents in 
thinking that council money could 
have been better spent on more 
important community assets, rather 
than on a little-used horse-crossing. 
Last year I also agreed with the 
ire of the lady who questioned 
the town mayor about £100,000 
of council money having been 
recently spent on new road signs 
and bollards on the horse-walks 
around town. 

She quite rightly thought that this 
money could have been better 
spent on more 'urgent' town 
matters and queried how this spend 
had been agreed upon; by whom; 
and in whose interest? 

This question led me to research 
the whole legal status of 
Newmarket's horse-walks - about 
which few people appeared to 
know the details. 

Via a series of Freedom of 
Information requests to the county 
council, I obtained the drawings for

all the routes in town. 

I was told that horse-walks were 
'part of the highway' and 'available 
to all.' 

I was also informed that, although 
the horse-walks were maintained 
by the county, the cleaning of them 
was the responsibility of the district. 
However, the county council was 
unable to provide me with a list 
of dates when the walks had first 
been constructed: nor were they 
able to give me a figure for their 
annual maintenance costs-which I 
thought a little odd. 

Horse-walks are basically defined as 
being roads with legally-restricted 
user access. 

However, after examining the plans 
and drawings, a matter became 
immediately obvious, in that one 
regular 'horse-walk' was actually 
anything but! 

Horses crossing the Memorial 
Garden and car-park alongside the 
town cemetery, on a route from 
Dullingham Road corner to the 
corner of the July Course are, in 
fact, trespassing, as no bridleway, 
byway, or other right-of-way exists 
at this point - a matter confirmed 
to me by the town council. 

I am sure that the town council 
will now act immediately to erect 
signs and fencing making the 
future chance of horses unlawfully 
trampling across the Memorial 
Garden (and possibly people's 
ashes) impossible? Presumably 
'somebody' - not the town council 
- should also foot the bill for re¬ 
seeding the worn-away grass in this 
highly sensitive area? 

Returning to the 'official' horse- 
walks: it seems that they are in fact 
unique to Newmarket and exist 
in no other town in Suffolk - or, 
indeed, in Great Britain. 

What grates is that the local 
authority appears to be spending 
public funds to provide what are, 
in effect, private roads for the 
exclusive use of a few, private 
businesses, whose four-legged 
'vehicles' do not even pay road-tax! 
Do you, dear reader, not find that 
a bit odd?

The county council must begin 
charging these private business 
interests for the provision of 
exclusive services - either via a 
substantial annual fee, or, per 
individual horse-movement on the 
horse-walk network. 

It would seem that, with the horse- 
walks, Newmarket has a unique 
opportunity to generate some 
serious cash for much-needed 
regeneration projects, for little or 
no outlay.

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Hero airman awarded for 
bravery in crash fireball

AN airman based at RAF 
Lakenheath who braved a 
fireball to save the lives of 
three servicemen injured 
in a plane crash has been 
honoured with an Airman’s 
medal. 

Staff Sgt. Greggory Swarz, 
492nd aircraft maintenance 
unit electrical environmen¬ 
tal systems specialist, saved 
the lives of three French air¬ 
men when an F-16 plane 
crashed into the parking 
ramp at Los Llanos Air Base 
in Spain in January 

Staff Sgt Swarz said he saw 
the scene of the crash and 
saw jet fuel was “spraying all 
over the ramp” but he could 
see people in need of help. 

Eyewitnesses said they 
saw Swarz pulling three men 
from the wreckage, putting 
out the fire on their clothes 
with his hands. 

Staff Sgt Swarz said: “It 
was a very scary situation. 
The fires were huge. I just 
tried to stay calm and be ra¬ 
tional about everything. 

“Honestly I was thinking 
there was a good chance 
that I might pass away as 
well. I was just trying to get 
as many people out before 
that might happen.” 

The airman pulled three 
French servicemen from 
the crash, using his belt as a 
tourniquet for one man who 
had lost his hand in the ac¬ 
cident. 

On Friday, Staff Sgt Swarz’s 
bravery was recognised 



when he was awarded an 
Airman’s Medal by USAF in 
Europe commander Gen. 
Frank Gorenc at a banquet 
for the 48th Fighter Wing 
Maintenance Unit. 

Staff Sgt Swarz said: “I’m 
extremely honoured. It’s 
not something I expected 
to happen, especially since 
the general came. He has 
the same medal, so it was an 
honour receiving the medal 
from him.” 

Gen. Gorenc said: “Instead 
of running away from the 


fireball, they [US airmen] 
ran into the fireball. 

“It was a validation of eve¬ 
rything that is good about 
what we try and do in the Air 
Force.” 

Eight French groundcrew 
and two Greek pilots were 
killed in the crash in Janu¬ 
ary, while many more were 
injured. 

The plane is thought to 
have had a loss of power af¬ 
ter it took off, crashing into 
planes which were on the 
ground.

Soham road has 
slowest internet 

GREAT Fen Road in Soham 
is one of the slowest streets 
for broadband in the UK, 
according to new research. 

According to the latest 
consumer speed test data 
collected by uSwitch.com, the 
road is the third slowest for 
broadband, with an average 
dowload speed of just 0.547 
Mbps. 

The study says that the 
slowest street is Williamson 
Road in Romney Marsh, Kent, 
while Sandy Lane in Cannock, 
Staffordshire, is the fastest, 
with download speeds of 72.86 
Mbps.

Firefighters called to tackle blazing car 


THERE were dramatic scenes in a 
road in Newmarket last Thursday 
after a car caught fire. 

The fire service was called to 
Nimbus Way just before 11am to 
reports of a car fire. 

The fire service arrived at the 
scene at 10.52am and found the 
red Citroen C4 "well alight". 

Firefighters used a hose reel jet 


MORE parking is needed on New¬ 
market High Street, a survey has 
found. 

Businesses were asked to com¬ 
plete a survey into parking provi¬ 
sions on the High Street last year, 
and the results indicate that 64 
per cent of those asked thought 
more parking was needed on the 
road. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
County Council said that the find¬ 
ings would all be reported back to 
the Newmarket Vision Transport 
Group. 

The survey also found that 
many businesses were not aware 
of the proposed High Street art 
exhibition, and would not be 
pleased if it meant losing crucial 
High Street parking.

Nothing about the art installa¬ 
tion scheme is confirmed so far, 
but the project guide mentions 
some on street parking bays could 
be removed to accommodate it. 

A total of 62 per cent of those 
asked were unaware of the 
scheme, but 81 per cent said they 
would not support a decrease in 
parking to accommodate it.

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Pupils urge dog owners 
to clean up on cycle path

PUPILS from a school in West Row 
are urging dog walkers to clean up af¬ 
ter their pets on a cycle path in their 
area. 

West Row Primary School came up 
with eye catching signs which will be 
displayed on a cycle path between 
Mildenhall and West Row, hoping to 
put a stop to the ongoing issue of dog 
fouling. 

Cllr fames Waters, leader of For¬ 
est Heath District Council, said: “We 
know there is an issue with dog foul¬ 
ing on the cycle path and these signs 
will encourage dog walkers to be re¬ 
sponsible and to recognise the health 
hazards that this mess may present, 
particularly to the school children 
travelling along there.” 

Cllr Waters said that education was 
now key to solving the problem all 
around the district, not just in West 
Row and Mildenhall. 

He added: “The council stopped 
employing dog wardens over five 
years ago - very few fines were issued 
as the wardens would need to catch 
people in the act, not just on the cy¬ 


cle path but across the whole of For¬ 
est Heath.” 

Geraldine Ciantar, head of West 
Row Primary School, got the students 
to put their ideas onto paper to stop 
the problem - and three winners 


were selected last week. 

Loraina Correa won the Key Stage 
One competition, while Florence 
Brewer and Alani Saward took joint 
first place in Key Stage Two. 

Mrs Ciantar said: “Taking part in 


the competition has given the chil¬ 
dren a brilliant opportunity to dis¬ 
cuss how they can contribute to 
keeping the environment clean and 
safe for everyone. 

“They talked about the disposal of 
litter, clearing up after dogs and safe 
cycling. 

“We hope that they will remember 
the message on their posters when 
they are out and about with their 
families.” 

Slogans included on the children’s 
signs did not just focus on dog foul¬ 
ing - some urged pedestrians to pick 
up their litter and highlighted how 
dangerous dropping rubbish can be 
for wildlife. 

Cllr David Bowman said: “The chil¬ 
dren have really taken to this project 
and have come up with wonderfully 
imaginative designs. 

“At least three of the designs will 
now be turned into signs that will be 
put up on the cycle path later in the 
year 

“It is great to see the school playing 
such an active role in the community 
and I am delighted to be able to pre¬ 
sent the children with prizes for their 
fabulous work.”

New painting 
grant for 
businesses 

BUSINESSES in Newmarket and 
the surrounding area could be 
eligible for a new grant to repaint 
their shops as part of the launch 
of the shop front policy. 

Forest Heath District Council, 
alongside St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council, will be offering 
grants of £500 per applicant to 
co-incide with the launch of the 
council’s new West Suffolk Shop 
Front Policy.

CHILDREN in Newmarket will be 
all smiles as a new programme 
launches to improve dental health 
in the county. 

Keep Suffolk Smiling, launched 
last week by Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil’s public health team, will be 
giving out free toothbrushes and 
toothpaste for children in the 
town to promote lifelong dental 
health for children. 

The rate of dental decay of chil¬ 
dren aged five is 24.4 per cent in 
Forest Heath, close to the East of 
England average of 23 per cent. 

The Keep Suffolk Smiling team 
launched the project at Foley 
House in Newmarket last week. 

Cllr Alan Murray, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for health and adult care, said: 
“This is a fantastic opportunity 
to encourage healthy teeth and 
gums from an early age, which in 
turn will stand children in good 
stead throughout their lives. 

“This innovative project pro¬ 
vides practical support to par¬ 
ents, and seeks to dispel some of 
the myths surrounding when and 


how to brush children’s teeth. 

“For example, it’s important to 
start brushing as soon as a child’s 
first milk tooth appears and low 
sugar food and drinks should be 
encouraged as much as possible.” 

The leaflets and freebies are set 
to be handed out by health visi¬ 
tors at a child’s 12 month check 
up. 


Cllr Murray continued: “By 
working with our health visiting 
teams to provide and discuss the 
packs at a child’s scheduled 12 
month check, I’m confident we 
can really make inroads to ensure 
a high standard of dental health 
and to keep Suffolk smiling.” 

The project will run for five 
years.

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SPEAKING from a French villa where he's 
rehearsing for the tour with guitarist and singer 
Baz Warne, bassist and founder member Jean 
Jacques Burnel (JJ) is happy with the way things 
are in the band. "Yeah, we're in a good place at 
the moment. All our detractors have died or 
have given up the ghost. We are now getting 
respect and are really enjoying playing live," he 
laughs. 

That respect is certainly due, since they 
formed 41 years ago, the band have never 
stopped touring and recording and have 
produced classic hits including Golden Brown, 
Peaches, Duchess and Five Minutes. "We're a 
successful band but not commercial - we've 
always been true to ourselves." 

JJ, along with keyboard player Dave 
Greenfield and drummer Jet Black, have been 
together since 1975 (Dave was the last to join 
the band), and Baz has been with them for 
almost as long as original singer-guitarist Hugh 
Cornwell. 

"Our only concern really is Jet," Laments the 
bassist, who turned 63 in February. Jet turns 77 


March is one of the best months of the year. 
Not only is it the beginning of spring, but it’s 
the month of the now traditional annual UK 
tour of The Stranglers; and for that reason 
alone, the title of the tour, The Stranglers 
March On, is particularly apt says MARTIN 
HUTCHINSON 

this year and has been having health problems 
for a number of years; he no longer tours 
abroad with the band and his UK appearances 
are limited to a couple of songs at selected 
shows. He wants to keep drumming," says JJ. 
"The spirit is willing but the flesh is weak." 

"We take it on a day-to-day basis and we 
count our blessings if he does just one song." 

But the band has a substitute drummer in Jim 
Macauly. "Jim's great," JJ enthuses. "Jet has 
been mentoring him and he has been accepted 
by the fans - and overall we've had seven 
drummers in total standing in for Jet over the 
years." 

Conflicting reports have stated that once Jet 
retires, The Stranglers would also end. JJ has a 
diplomatic - and hopeful - answer: "Well, it's 


not a problem yet as Jet is still very much 
involved in the band, he still records and is very 
active behind the scenes. 

"But my take is that when Jet is completely 
out of the band we would finish, but Jet himself 
would like it to continue. As I said, he's 
mentoring Jim and is trying to convince me to 
carry on. 

"I remain to be persuaded though." 

Last year, the band celebrated their 40th 
anniversary with a massive UK tour and concert 
at the Olympia in Paris. "I really enjoyed the 
Ruby tour," says JJ. "We managed to do at 
least one piece from every one of our 17 studio 
albums; not only that but we beat all our 
attendance records at every show," he adds 
with a hint of pride. 

So what can we expect this time? "A few 
surprises," he says with a grin."We are playing 
a few songs we haven't done in ages and I'm 
having to relearn stuff I haven't played in over 
30 years - that's what I'm doing at the moment 
with Baz." 

And will there be any new material? "Well, 


I've got about 125 ideas for riffs and melodies, 
plus Baz has a lot too and we've played a few 
things, but I don't want to be distracted from 
preparing for this tour. 

"We'll be concentrating on producing 
intelligent songs and will start the recording 
process in earnest once we return from 
Moscow." 

Oh yes, the band have been invited to play in 
the Russian capital . . . "Yeah, we haven't 
played there for 16 or 17 years - before Baz 
joined in fact and there's been many changes 
over there since." 

But before then, the focus is on the UK tour. 
"That's right, it's become a very pleasant habit 
for us every spring. We have an audience and 
each show is a kind of communion. 

"We're not selling anything, we are musicians 
and we love to play and we're just having a 
bloody good time."

Heart-rac 
ghost tale 



I DON'T like anything that deliberately sets out to 
scare you. 

That means ghost trains at the funfair, horror 
movies, crime dramas. . . call me a killjoy, but 
they just amount to a certain block of time spent 
counting down until I can remove the cushion 
from my face. They're just no fun. 

So, going to see The Woman in Black on 
stage (no, I haven't seen the film starring Daniel 
Radcliffe. The trailer alone was enough to make 
my hands shoot up in front of my eyes), was not 
top of my must-do list. 

However, the show is visiting Cambridge Arts 
Theatre on tour and, good journalist that I am, I 
couldn't turn down a chance to see it in all its glory 
at the Fortune Theatre in Covent Garden, London, 
first, where an adaptation of Susan Hill's 1983 
novel has been staged since 1989. 

I turned up on a very sunny Monday afternoon, 
already terrified (did I mention I don't do scary?) 
and edged around several chattering, hyped up 
school groups on a GCSE day trip, to meet press 
lady Kate who led me into the Fortune Theatre's 
cramped, aged glamour; the stage in its gloomy 
belly. 

We headed to the bar, sadly not for a last

minute nerve-calming shot of vodka, but for me to 
get rigged up to a heart monitor. . . yes, really. 

The idea was to assess how much the show 
would make my heart gallop, based on a similar 
study that recently proved the production is far 
more terrifying than the film. Having seen neither, 
Kate figured my heart would be majorly skitterish. 

With a strap taped round my chest and a watch 
recording and displaying all the data, my resting 
heart rate levelled out at 71 (apparently 60-80 
beats per minute is average). Time to watch the 
show . . . 

The stage was a bare tangle of ripped sheeting 
and blank wooden boards, but already the 
school kids were switching rapidly between 
fevered whispering and hysterical squeaking. My 
uneasiness meanwhile ratcheted up thanks to the 
jetlagged American sat next to me who decided 
it'd be an ideal opportunity to chat and explain 
why I really ought to move to Chile to "make 
the most of my talents" before Europe became 


"completely Islamified". Fantastic. It was a relief 
when the lights sputtered down and an elderly 
man in a heavy black overcoat shuffled on stage 
and began reading aloud. 

If you don' know the story, The Woman in Black 
is a classic ghost tale, staged as an impressive 
two-hander: a looming country house, creeping 
fog, a huddle of silent, wary villagers, a chilling 
rocking chair and a corpse-like woman stalking the 
mansion's upper rooms and graveyard. 

Basically it's all about making you jump and 
shriek. 

If my heart rate average, measured after the first 
half, was anything to go by, it does just that. Mine 
had jumped from a healthy 71 beats per minute 
to a max of 119 beats, that's pretty extreme when 
you consider 220, minus your age, is supposed to 
be the absolute your heart can handle. 


There's no gore or bone cracking or bloodiness, 
it's all in the edge-of-the-seat telling: the 
anticipation of the woman and her withered face 
appearing behind you or flashing in the dark. 

For that 119 spike though I blame a scene where 
smoke clogged the air and obscured everything, 
(including the bizarre American man, which was a 
serious worry). 

The second half went even further and forced 
my heart to stutter from a 74 average up to 120. 

I won't give away any details (it didn't make me 
scream like the schoolgirls in the gallery), but your 
tummy will almost certainly flip. 

Prepare to never look at a rocking chair in the 
same way again . . .

Rural feel 
in suburbia 



EVER wondered how to give your garden a real 
rural touch? Award-winning designer Dan Pearson 
may be able to help. 

After an 11-year absence, Pearson will be 
returning to work his magic at his sixth RHS 
Chelsea Flower Show by 
creating a garden inspired by 
Chatsworth in Derbyshire, 
focusing on the more rural part 
of the estate. 

His Laurent-Perrier 
Chatsworth Garden will 
represent a small part of the 
105-acre garden, inspired by 
the park's ornamental trout 
stream and Paxton's rockery, 
depicting an ornamental 
woodland animated by a 
naturalistic water feature. 

All this sounds rather 
elaborate for an amateur gardener with a small 
plot, but Pearson says there are elements of it you 
can try in your own garden to give it a more rural 
feel. 

"We often use water in small gardens to try 
to deflect surrounding noises that might be 
beyond the boundaries of the garden, like traffic, 
neighbours or pedestrians. Water is a good 


thing in urban gardens where you have a lot of 
background noise. 

"In an urban garden with limited space, you 
might introduce water by having a little pool with 
a pump and water falling over a rock into the 

pool. That can be done in just a 
square metre." 

Pearson is using colour quite 
freely in his woodland garden 
at Chelsea and is something 
he recommends to gardeners 
whose plot may be overhung by 
trees or oversized shrubs. 

"You may have a 
predominance of green which 
can be contrasted with bright 
splashes of flower, but the 
flowers all have very small 
blooms even though they are 
bright." 

Pearson will be combining tangerine orange 
candelabra primulas, P. bulleyana, which grow in 
wet conditions, with P. pulverulenta, a cerise pink 
type with a silvery reverse. 

"Don't be afraid of clashing colours when you 
have enough weight of green elsewhere." 

The garden will also have large elements, 
including rocks from Chatsworth, which are being 


juxtaposed with small, delicate flowers to achieve 
an effective change in scale. 

"In a smaller space, it's always good not to be 
afraid of using large things like a simple piece of 
topiary, contrasted with plants with small flowers 
alongside it. Play with that change of scale. It 
allows you to inject a sense of confidence, like 
putting a lovely big sofa in the room, then just 
using a small print or motif on it which stops the 
piece being too weighty. 

"The sort of plants you'd use alongside a simple 
piece of topiary would stop it from feeling too 
heavy. We're using things you can see through 
like umbellifers, not cow parsley but angelica and 
Ligusticum scoticum (Scotch lovage), which is like 
a miniature angelica,and some delicate grasses 
like Melica altissima 'Alba', which has tiny silvery 
flowers which make things shimmer and pick up 
the breeze." 

Woodland planting which is easy to replicate 
includes evergreen ground covers. 

"In shady settings and woodland gardens, often 
in the summer when things die down, you're just 
left with bare earth. When bulbs which have done 
well in the spring die out, so we use evergreen 
ground cover to support that space which 


otherwise ends up being something and nothing 
in the height of summer." 

Pearson has used Tellima grandiflora with 
sedges and wild strawberries which will scramble 
about in the shade. 

If you only have a patio garden, a piece of 
topiary might make a focal point, with wild 
strawberries in smaller pots alongside. 

"You can also use blueberries in combination 
with wild strawberries for an edible pot. In our 
garden we don't have blueberries but we do have 
enkianthus, which are a close relative and also 
have a really good autumn colour." 

Pearson's Chelsea garden features baby oak, 
field maple (Acer campestre), hawthorn, the 
Japanese snowbell tree (Styrax japonicus) - but 
if you are thinking of growing a tree in a small 
plot, choose one which will match the size of your 
space, he urges. 

"There's nothing worse than having to prune 
a tree that gets too big or even to have to cut it 
down." 

Save your leaves to make leafmould and mulch 
your new, naturalistic space every year, he advises. 
Growing ground cover plants will also protect the 
soil and keep it moist over the summer.

Hughes and Dettori 
welcome title changes 


RICHARD Hughes described the new 
initiative to crown a champion jockey 
between the Guineas meeting in May 
and the QIPCO British Champions 
Day in October as “good progress”.

“Anything 
which helps to raise the profile of the 
sport and is of benefit for the weighing 
room is something that I’m all for. 

“Over the last 30 years, the number 
of racedays has almost doubled and 
the sheer volume of racing has meant 
that the title battle is a real grind. 

“It took me 20 years to win my first 
championship and I am certainly in 
no mood to give up my title now. 

“That it now covers the core 
summer racing season means that it 
will be less of a slog for the lads in the 
weighing room.” 

Frankie Dettori, three times a cham¬ 
pion under the old format, said: “This 
makes complete sense. The profile of 
racing has changed. 

“You need a good start and a good 
finish with the leading contenders 
present. Racing needs to make more 
of us jockeys and the rivalry between 
us to engage the public. 

“I believe it will heighten the intensity 


of the competition, which is exactly what 
we should be doing in the sport.” 

Newmarket trainer Ed Dunlop 
voiced a few concerns, stating that 
Tony McCoy’s achievements are so 
great because it proves his longevity. 

Writing on his website, Dunlop 
said: “This does seem a little odd, and 
appears to favour jockeys who are 
riding abroad at both the beginning 
and end of our domestic season. 

“While I am sure that this will make 
for compelling viewing, with the title 
race likely to be closer than has been 
the case in the past couple of seasons, 
the move does seem to contradict 
the underlying ideal of the title: that 
consistency should merit reward. 

“What makes AP McCoy’s 
achievements over jumps so special is 
that he has proven to be the most con¬ 
sistent jockey for so long-not just at the 
premier fixtures, but day-in, day-out at 
the less glamorous meetings. 

“It seems only right that the pilot 
willing to travel the length and breadth 
of the country to secure the crown is 


the one rewarded for their endeavour, 
and this new initiative will remove us 
significantly from that concept on the 
Flat. I am yet to be convinced that this 
is a good move.” 

■ Tryster made it four wins from as many 
starts this year when coming with a late 
swoop to conquer his rivals in the coral, 
co.uk Winter Derby at Lingfield. 

Adam Kirby produced the 3-1 
favourite to weave a passage through 
runners before getting his mount up 
late inside the final furlong, beating 
Grendisar by three-quarters of a length 
and completing the second leg of a 
four-timer for trainer Charlie Appleby.
